The above-mentioned document 2 discloses the feature 
wherein particles, auxiliary verbs, etc., are supplemented 
to a sentence comprising solely key words (example: I 
winter Hokkaido go think) , thereby deriving a correct 
sentence (example: I am thinking of going to Hokkaido in 
the winter . ) . 

Japanese sentences contain many omissions, and 
natural language analysis cemnot be achieved appropriately 
without supplementing for said omissions. Thus, in the
